IMPORTANT WORK FOR OUR BREEDERS 

Will Be Called Upon to Replace the Animals 
Needed to Maintain Remount Service. 

An account of the immense growtli of the I'nited 
States army remount service, incidental to the war, 
lias latel.v *lv'cu issued, whicli will Im of esitecial 
interest to horse owners and breeders throughout the 
country. Tile service at the ontlireak of hostilities 
consisted of a small lieadquarters force in Wasliing- 
ton and five remount dciKits. Tlirin? of these, at 
Fort Royal. Fort Reno and Fort Keogli, liad btsui 
in tise for several years, hut in 1916 new depots liad 
Ihsui establislied at Fort Sam Houston and Fort 
Bliss. 

The first task of the enlarged remount service 
was to equip witli liorses ami mules the new regu- 
lar army regiments wliicli were formed by si>litting 
old organizations 'into tliree jiarts. Tlien sub-re- 
mount stations were orgnnize<l at thirty-two camps, 
and to attend to the increasing mimher of purchases 
flft.v of the lending liorscmen of the country were 
commissioned us captains without examination and 
sent out to bu.v stock. 

By Marcli, 1918. Gen. Persliing was calling for 
ex]H'rt horsemen for tlie A. E. F., since tlie United 
States arni.v was soon to begin making purchases in 
Franco, and officers and enlisted iiersonnel were 
iinniediately dispatclied. In all forty-six remount 
squadrons were sent overseas. 

'Tlie first sliipnient of liorses from the United 
States arrived in St. Nazaire in July, 1917. But 
shipments were not made in earnest until September. 
191.S. and for tlie next four months more than 
40.(WK) horses were sent across tin* Atlantic. 'The 
death rate was remarkalily low. as only .869 iier 
ceht were lost, and nearl.v lialf of tliis loss occurred 
on one vessel. Eariy in 1917 the Frcncli government 
liad promised to supply 7,(MH) animals each montli to 
tlie American arni.v. and for tliat reason shipments 
from Iiere were not puslied at first. 

But Freiieli estimates ran liehind until at one 
time tliere was a sliortage of nearly 1.50,000 animals 
ill tlie .\. E. F. Additional remount dejiots were 
estaldislied at central points in France. Tlie impor- 
tam-e of remount work to the army may be gathered 
from the fact that tlie oversea detail of one officer 
and one clerk grew eventually to 500 officers and 
15. (MM) men. 

Offieers were sent to Spain in 1917, but it was 
not until Jim(“, 1918, tliat animals were received 
from tliat country. Tlie principal purcliases were 
of small mutes. England also furnislied 21. (MM) 
liorses to the American arm.v, including about twen- 
ty-five six'cial mounts for Gen. Pershing. 'The Eng- 
lish authorities prniscii the American Imlf-lireed 
draft iiorsp as tlie iK'st war hor.se in tlie world. 

After tlie armistice practieal'.y all tlie American 
animals were auctioned off in France, mnn.v eveiitu- 
iilly going to dfi>«i)ulated and devastated regions 
of Belgium. Pidand and t'zecIio-Slovakia. Last 
spring several thousand horses were sold in the 
farming coniiminitios of tlie German Rhlneliiiid. 'The 
breedei-s of America will Ik* ciiilcd upon to replace 
the animals needed to inaintuin tin* remount service.
